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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


In reviewing the past school year, it seems to us one replete with 
progress and improvement. Our experienced teachers have lost none 
of their vigor and earnestness, while certainly the younger teachers 
have worked with all their might for the advancement of their pupils. 


The primary and grammar grades of the Twin Mountain school have 
been taught the entire year by Misses Rosebrook and Seymour, respec- 
tively, both young ladies of this town. They have accomplished much 
good work which speaks for itself. Their methods were thorough and 
modern and a day spent in their rooms was sure to be one of pleasure. 
The rhetorical work of these schools was of a high order and much at- 
tention was given to patriotic instruction. Miss Rosebrook has had 
charge of the primary grade for the past six years. 


Zealand labors under its usual disadvantage of no school building. 
Miss Lillian Brill did excellent work there the first term and Miss 
Hattie E. Miles the second term, both young ladies of this town who 
have taught successfully before. The addition of new blackboards, 
charts, etc., made the teachers’ work less difficult. This was Miss 
Miles’ fifth term in the school. The attendance here is always very 
good. There are three pupils having no marks against their names for 
nearly four years. 


Fabyan school had three teachers during the year : Miss Pinkham, 

of Whitefield ; Miss Hilliard, of Lancaster ; and Miss Sunbury, of Lit- 
tleton ; all different in their methods, but competent and painstaking. 
This is a charming little school and the pupils did some fine work. The 
room was pleasant and attractive with pictures, and books and mayga- 
zines were abundant for spare moments.
